Some might say at first im- 
pression of this reading, that 
this is having reference to wis- 
dom. I confess that the first 
part of the chapter does, but 
the verses just read in your 
hearing conveys a broader and 
more tangible meaning, not just 
an attribute of Christ, but the 
Christ Himself. 

At verse 14, it says, “Counsel 
is mine, and sound wisdom.” 

Is this wisdom speaking of 
herself? No it is Jesus Christ, 
who possesses wisdom. 

We can now readily see that 
“beginning” here, goes further 
back than the creation of Adam. 
It was before God the_Father 
established the seas or the 
clouds, or before the mountains 
were settled, or even the hills 
formed. Jesus was possessed by. 
the Father from everlasting, 
from the beginning, or before 
the earth was. Of course this 
would mean ages before Adam’s 
time. 

So in the beginning God 
created the heaven and earth, 
but the thought we are trying 
to convey is that the beginning 
doesn’t mean at Adam’s day, 
but the beginning of all things, 
ages before. -
